fees to be perf{waded of the Skill and many yearsExpe- 
rience of fome Artilts, that but a little while age were 
altogether Ignorant themfelves of having either. What 
Man or W8iMan, that knows any of the Circamforanean 
Company, would ever fufpect, that feveral of ‘em had 
found ont fuch infallible Remedies for molt Diftafes > 
Or what Mortal that has heard ‘em fpeak, would be 
per{waded to believe, that their Knowledge exceeded 
that of the whole College of Phy/icians, tho’ the latter 
had never fo little, if all the Advices we dally receive 
from their own Apartinents, did not {0 unanimoufly 
contirm it? As for my part, I can never look upon the 
Grand Oculift, and the fo often repeated Story of Fones 
at Newington Butts, but I think on the Cure of Blind- 
nels, and often cry out, Happy are they that can fee to 
read it! Jt mult be a real pleafure to thofe deferying 
Men, always to meet not only with fuch an uninter- 
rupted Series of Succefs, but likewile Patients of fo 
grateful and obliging a Temper, that they Il condefcend 
to have their Names and Infirmities expoied to the Pub- 
lick, rather than fuffer the Merits of their Doétor to 
remain unregarded. It is true, that’ thofe Doctors 
commonly paying for the Printing of the Advertife- 
menis themielves, it has been hinted by the Difingenu-

fons; it is fufficlent, that it is not probable, that Ped- 
ple who were only cured of an inconfiderable Cold of 
hardly a Fortwights ftanding, fhould tell the World, 
that they had been afflicted with a Rheumatifer tha¢ 
had Jafted very near a Twelvemonth; or that, if Peo- 
ple had ever had Sight enough to diftinguifh one Man 
from another by it, their Mothers upon the Requelt of 
an Oculift, fhould make Oath before a Migiftrate, that 
they could never fee at all. From what 1 have faid it 
is evident, that to make our Knowledge Beneficial, it 
is requifite, we fhould ufe the Mans of letting other’ 
know that we have it ; but ihould it be objected, that 
when People extol thetr own Meri, and are always 
dwelling on, and praifing their dear felves, by all wife 
People they are call’d Braggadocio’s, and counted Foods 
for their pains, I wou'd an{wer, that this is only to 
to be fear’d in People of Ordinary Capacities, but that 
it holds not in thofe of a more exalted Genius: By theit 
excellcicy they are exempt from thole common Rules 
and little Niceties of Decency and good Breeding; ahd 
conf{cious of their own worth, not afhamed to {peak it:
